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HE librarian who wishes to 

assure herself that the pres- 

ent edition of Compton's Pic- 
tured Encyclopedia will meet the 
needs of boys and girls of any 
special grade or age can do so in 
a very easy and effective way. The 
first step is to borrow a volume from the 
Chicago office or from the sales representa- 
tive in her district. Any volume will do. 
If the volume is borrowed from the Chi- 
cago office, the C volume will probably be 
sent since we ran off some extra C volumes 
when printing the last edition. 

The next step is to analyze some of the 
articles in the volume from the standpoint 
of the boys and girls who will use them. 
The librarian who is interested primarily in 
the needs of the intermediate group will 
probably study such articles as Castles. 
Cotton, Christmas, Circus, and Coal, and 
will determine how fully these articles cover 
the questions asked by children. Style of 
writing and illustrations will be carefully 
considered, for these determine the interest 
quality of the materials. After examining 
the articles from the standpoint of cover- 
age, illustration, and quality of writing, 
the librarian will wish to turn to the Fact- 
Index section of the volume to satisfy 
herself that specific topics under the main 
heading may be found quickly and to learn 
what other materials in the encyclopedia 
have a bearing on the subject. 

The librarian who wants to know whether 
Compton's meets the needs of high-school 
people will probably turn first to such arti- 
cles as Chemistry, Commerce, and Chaucer, 
which will be used largely by older students. 
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Here again experience with the 
reference needs of older boys and 
girls will serve as a test for 
analysis. 

The procedure suggested up to 
this point is simple, for only those 
articles have been mentioned that 

are commonly emphasized at a certain age 
level. The majority of the articles in the 
volume will be frequently consulted by 
boys and girls of all ages. Among these are 
Color, Conservation, Cattle, and China. 

China is a good article for analysis. In 
the past this country was studied mainly by 
children in the lower and middle grades. 
Today for obvious reasons everyone is in- 
terested in China and a school encyclopedia 
must have extensive coverage. The ques. 
tion then is not whether the article is in- 
tended for the younger or the older child, 
but whether each can find quickly and 
easily the material he needs at the time he 
looks for it. This should be assured (1) 
through careful organization, (2) through 
liberal use of subheads, especially in long 
articles, (3) through clear and simple writ. 
ing, (4) through skillful illustration and 
careful indexing. 

When the encyclopedia is analyzed as a 
whole or in part in this scientific way, th 
question as to whether it is prepared for 
older or for younger children becomes un- 
important. An encyclopedia is not a text. 
book. The editor cannot begin treatment 
of a subject at any given grade level, nor 
can he arbitrarily decide where a child's 
interest in a subject will cease and cut of!

The easy comradeship and close liaison between Spaatz and Tedder illustrate a phenome- 
non I had noticed among airmen of many air forces I had met in three years of covering 
the war fronts. They are all cut from the same cloth, whether they are British, American, 
Chinese, Australian, or Canadian. Barring such characteristics as accents, if they were all 
put in the same uniforms and were flying the same kind of planes, it would be impossible 
to tell them apart. They live in a world apart from such things as national boundaries. 
Flying seems to mold them into blood brothers in an intangible way. They have their own 
differences quite apart from language or nationalities. These differences are made by 
their flying. 

Fighter pilots of all nations, as a group, are “rugged individualists.” Some are cocky, 
flamboyant characters who, as kids, were always the first to try to walk the ridgepole of 
the barn roof and perhaps ended up with a broken leg. Some are idealists who find an 
outlet in fighting alone in the skies. Bomber crews are a most conservative type, although 
“conservative” is a poor word to use in describing any airman. They are slightly less indi- 
vidualistic and more inclined to rely on their brains instead of their instincts. 

Having voiced this opinion in print, I should undoubtedly be blackballed by the fighter 
pilots’ union.
